Dr. Balrri'e LNlnn-Thr Lnitt of the Coarse.
The Bev Dr. Paird QnisheJ the list of hi* course of

lecture* before the Spingler Institute, last n'ght.
Notwithstanding the rain of the day and the muddy
street*, there wtre present a good attendance of both
ladies and gentlemen. The subject of last evsninj's
lecture **# " Fngland and Ireland.''
The reverend lecturer opened hie discourse with a

description of the natural appearances of the three pro¬
vinces of the British empire.England, Ireland and
Scotland. England was a garden spot; Scotland was
much cultivated, and Ireland was, indeed, in natural
biauty, the first gem of the sea. He was not surprised
that the Irish people were «o proud of her. The lecturer
next recounted the ware of England, and devoted much
time to the period of Ollvtr Cromwell. He thought
Crrmwell had the most wonderful army of all which we
have any account in history. It existed for twenty
yean, and never was defeated. It went all over the
empire, conquering everywhere alike. The lecturer
next turned to the character of the English monarchs.
Charles the Second was the most worthiest crea¬
ture that ever eat upon a throne. George the
Fourth only approximated liim. England had been
blessed with some good rulers and some very bad one*.
Queen Victoria, however, was an excellent sovereign.
He dwelt at considerable length on London.It* public
buildings, institution* of learning, great works of public
mprovement, and the various features by which it la
distinguished. Its population at present, he said, wa*
ovtr two million*, and he had no doubt whatever that at
he end of the present century it would amount to four
million*. The peeuliaritie* of the Londoners, cr Cock¬
ney*, furnished an opportunity for sonm pleasantries,and those in regard to their pronun station afforded con¬
siderable amusement t j the aadience. They had. hs re¬
marked, a faculty for abbreviating long word* and
sometimes abort one*. Thu«, a cabriolet they called a
cab; anrmnibus, a bus; the Tnamea, the Term, and so
on. Among the many great advantage* which London
possessed he noticed thrir park* particularly, In which
Ameiiisn cities generally, and hew York especially, are
to deficient He 'did not agree w.tli those who think
that England had seen her p-ilmlest days, aid that the
disaster* which she bad suffered in the Crime*
lad hastened her decline. In his opinion she had
not jet reached the height of her povrer. She had,be acknowledged, cut rather a poor figure latterlyin her warlike relation*; but it was time for her to uo
derstand that her power hereafter was not to be main¬
tained by tie sword, but by the moral influence which
she should exercise by her commerce, her money, and
through her colonies. She has repeatedly plunged into
war* on the continent that sbe might have avoided, and
the present one in which she is engaged has coot her an
Immenre amount of treainre, and the live* of many of
her beat and braveet. He expreeied the hope that peacewould be established, and he believed that in the course
of a few week* he would see a long list of the moit
pioBinent men in England in favor of It. There wa* a

i rospect of the war terminating with the allie* obtainingthree of the proportions, and he believed the* theywould be very suceetsful in tbelr negotiations in the
three Principalities to tbe north of the Danub* would
be pnt under the joint protection of the five great Cbris-
tisn Power* of Europe, and a protectorate established
over the Christians in the Tnrklth dominions.

In a religioui point of view, England ia improving,and great moral reforms are agitating tbe peopie with every prospect of auccea*. For edu-
cat on the bad done much, a* proved by the
numerous college* and Institution* of learning which
were scattered throughout the country; and ia the
scicnces she presented a galaxy of great name*. Yet,
in every branch of Bclesce and knowledge we can, he
raid, mention some who are equal to her greatest; but
tbe difference ia that we have only one to their ten.
Among the massei of the people in England there was
too much deferenoe paid to rank.in fact rank, wealth
and fashion are the great Idols of the nation. They are
continually courting and looking up to the nobility, and
appear to think that nothing can be accomplished with*
out their patronage. He condemned the practice of al¬
lowing commission* to be purchased in the army a*
having a tendency to demoralise and break up that ef¬
fective discipline which can oaly exist where merit and

i errIces .A tbe passports to distinction. In patriotism,
however, they were not wanting, and in this he thought
they were superior to Amfrioans, who were willing to
sacrifice too much to party spirit. Their orator* were
not equal to ours, and he had beard the most dtstln
gaiahed of both countries. Clay, Calhoun, Webster, and
many others, he considered superior to their best. The
greatest spsaker of whom they could now boast was a
sinister of the established church.Mr. Hugh McNeil.
In thl* connection be referred to the great orators which
Ireland produced.Curran, Grattan and O'Conaell, the
last of whom, however, he regarded as inferior to either
cf tbe first. At the conclusion of hi* remarks, he said
be would deliver a supplementary lecture on Monday
even'ng, when be would refer to the other countries of
Furore which were not embraced in the course.

Onr Chartered Rights.
TO THB EDITOR OF THI HBKALP.

Ihere is a principle invclved in the late act of the
Legislature, commonly called ths Liquor law, which
directly invades tbe oharteied rights of the city, as

thus:.
By Governor Dongan's charter, of 1680, power was

granted to ths Mayor to license "all tavern keepers, inn
keepers, ordinary keepers, victuallers, and aQ public
sellers of wise, strong waters, cider, beer, or any other
aei ts of liquors by retail within the city."
Governor Mcntgomerie, by charter, in 1730, gi*e

power to be exercised :. the new arraageasent or the
common Council: "The power now vested in the Mayor,

A 'deimen and Assistant Aldermen, in granting aad re¬
voking tavern licenses, together with all other powers as
.xcise commissioners, shall bo hereafter vested in tbe
Mayer, with the Alderman aad Councilman representing
tbe district in which the premises of the party licensed
or to be licensed may be located."

It is thus a question of right aad fraaohlss. and one

unoa which the ferry privileges, the establishment of
markets, aad ths poess*s.«a of »eal estate, equally
rests. Are we to hold none, save at the will aad pleasure
of the numtraggiaal? >B.

A somewhat curious and intricate cu« of alleged fraud
came to light yesterday afternoon, at the Chlet 's office
which has caused a great deal of excitement ameag the
banker* and lawyers of Wall street. The circumstance*
of the case, as far as we hare been able to ascertain, are
these:.On the 27th ultimo, the banking house of H. M.
Connor, of Charleston, B. C., sent on a draft enclosed in

a letter to John W. Downing, of Chestnut street, Phlla
dtlphia, payable to hi» order on the Bank of the State of
New York in thto eity. By some mischance the letler
was, aa is suppoeed, directed to New Ycrk instead of
Philadelphia, hence the document read "John W. Down-
ing, Chestnut street, New York." The postman, in
whose charge the letter was placed on it* arriral in our
Post Office, left it at No. 10 Chestnut street, in thi* city,
where a coopei named Jobn M. Dowsing, reaided. This
individual wa* not at home when the letter arrived, and
when on returning, war. a* may be supposed, moch
astonished to find that a draft for such a large amount
should hare been sent to him. Not knowing exactly
how to act under the circumstances, the New York
Downing went to Mr. Bnlkley , lawyer, of Wall street, who,
as it ia alleged, advised "John M. Downing" to draw
the money from the bank and deposit it la the hands of

a responsible party for safekeeping. Accordingly the
lawyer and he went to the Bank of the State of New
Yoik, where Mr. B. identified Downing a* a client of
bis, and Jobn M. Downing drew the amount specified in
the draft, endortlng It at the time "John if. Downing.The paying teller, It seems, did not pay particular at¬
tention to the hand tndorsed, or else hs oould have
easily discovered that there was something "ronI? i «°r
the draft was filled up in the name of "John W. Dawn¬
ing." while the endorser's name was "John M Down¬
ing." Having procure.! tie money from the bank, It
was deposited In Mr Bulkley's hand with Mr. Kiggs,banker, of Wall street, where it remained until yester¬day. The Philadelphia Downing, hearing that a drift
had been tent him by the ChirlesUn bankcri, mado
soma inquiries, and fouad to his aurpr se that It hid
already neen cashed and endorsed at the Bank o. tlie
State of New York. Not reHshiug the Uea <>rther» boin^two Downlngs in the field, word was sent to this c.ty,stating that tbeie muft bs tome awn ward mUtake.
that the genuine Downing had not even seen the dratt.
This, ot courte, induced the officers of the bank
to overhaul "drafts paid," and upon clo«ely ex
aminlni? the Downing one, sure enoujh John \Y.
Downing had not endorsed the do;um«nt, but
John M. Downing had, and he had got the moniytoo. In order to clear up the difficulty, raeours*
was had to the Chief of Police. »ho placed the matter in
the hands of his experienced detective, Mr. K°efe, for
tolutlos. This officer, who is weU experienced in Intri¬
cate bank ca»es, at once proceeded to the bani; in Wall
street, and there learned that Mr. Bulkley was the partywhom Downing bad called upon to prove his Identity,IToceeding to the office of Mr Bulkley he learned uponquestioning the clc rk in h<* office, that Downing'* dir*<--
tion (he w** then at work in New Jersey} could be ob-
talced at 74 Cortlandt street. Here the desired infor-
matIon was, with'llttle trouble, obtained, and the officer
at once started for a snail bamlet about five milu* back
from Jersey City, where Downing was faund. He was
immediately conveyed to New V ork, where he rtla el
the whole story nearly a* above. He wa* taken to tU»
Chief'* office and locked np for ixamination. Officer
Keefe, on receiving information from Downing as to the
place where the money wa* deposited, went to Bigg s
office and informed tbem that the deposit leit w,tV»ieIndid not rghtfmlly belong to the iepMitor*, andflhad*
the banker promise that he woald not deliver the pro-
pertj up If called for. Mr. Bulkley wa* next called uponwhen he explained how matters were, and announced
himself quite willing to deliver up the money. It was
accordingly drawn by Mr. B., and by him handed to
Downing, who delivered it into the officer's possession.The package wa* subscquent'y delivered over to the offi
cersof the bank, on their giving a receipt for the same.
Justice O*born is of opinion that a fraud was intenae.l
on the part of the pri'on-r, and accordingly the matter
will come up before liim, i a the Mayor'? office ts day, for
Investigation.
The confidence game h'i« again been successfully

piacticed cn a countryman, who saw the elephant at the
extravagant price er nit a cent of which s he
likely to recover. Mr. Henry Kinney, of Steuben c»unty,
N. Y., wa* made a victim in thi* case. Pa*sing through
one of the thoroughfare* of the Fifth ward, on Thursday
night, about 10 o'clock, be unfortunately became a:-

qualnted with some clever sharper, rejoicing iu the Jcognomen ef Capt. Conely, who from his manner and
general appearance, soon made Kinney an eaay victim.
Although the countryman bad never had the pleaiuie
of the Captain's acquaintance before this, so irresmtihie
wai the force of the latter'* argument to th« contrary,
that at last the verdant came to the conclusion that he
had seen him somewhere before. This point gained, the
